The extent of its influence will huve 
been apparent on the Sunday utter the 
agreement when both the Sout 
Vietnumese and Victcong flags were 
flown to nuırk the urmistice. 


The sovereignty guaranteed the Saigon 
tegime by the Americans exists niore on 
paper than in reality. The political 
landscape of South Vletııan resembles û 
leopardskin on which the while back. 
ground controlled by Saigon is marked by 
the black spots dominated by the 
Vietcong and Hanoi. 

The major war that has laid the country 
waste may have come to an end but the 
possibility of outbreaks of localised and 
no less fearful conflict can by no means 
be excluded. 


This is the price, a high ene too, that the 


O otrovegy about the interpretation 
of the Vietnam armistice agreement 
commenced before the two sides had 
even put pen to paper — not, Of course, 
that anything else was to be expected. 


President Nixon's claim that the Thieu 
regine was the, sole legal govemment of 
South Vietnam could not be taken sIftINg 
down by the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government. The Vietcong cannot 
countenance President Thieu’s refuşal to 
acknowledge the existence of a second 
govemıment in South Vietnam eithor. 


The agreement may not, as Vietcong 
Foreign Minister Mme. Binh claims, talk 
in terms of “two govemments, WO 
administrations and two armies" but it 
docs refer throughout to the “two parties 
in South Vietnam.” 2 


These two parties are expected to 
observe, thie terms Of the agteeinent, tO 
conclude treaties with one another and 'to 
perform certaln acts of sovereignty, No 
matter how tortüöus the interpre tatlort it 
cannot be denled  tlıat the Vietcong . 
government lias been accorded de facto 
recognition. 

“The terms of. the agreement: likewise 
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J ins came to a halt in Vietnam at 
lam. Central European time on 
24 January, The world breathed a sigh of 
ellef at the end of no-holds-barred 
warfare. Yet hardly had tho ink dried on 
„ Ihe armılstice agreemont but doubts arose 

as to whether there will be lasting peace. 

It may be tempting Providence to think 
in terms of a resumption of hostilities but 
it would be equally thoughtless to assunıe 
ıhat the arnistice agreement has settled 
matters once and for ull.

In retrospect, Barzel said, one week 
after the meeting in Siegon which was his 
first public appearance since the election 
slump, tho CDU had not noted the mood 
of the voters prior to 19 November, 
Looking to the future he promised tlıe 
Bonn Coalition o greater degree of 
tactical holdinghback than previounly. 
“We will not rob lhe govertmenl of the 
hance lo sit and think," he sald. 

As i1s Chairman declared, lte CDI is 
realy to sit at the centre and surround 
itself with welcome mats ûn all sides. 

Social structures in the Federal 
Repuhhe are changing, he said and the 
importance of the Christian ethic is being 
regarded by many in a new light. But as 
for the supposed call from within the 
party to drop the C (for Christian) from 
CDU Barzel will not hear of it. “We 
cannot just drop the witole purpose of 
our living even If the majority want to do 
so,” he explained. Meanwhile the Young 
of the Junge Union kicked up a row at his 
words. 

Again there was mention of “snipers 
lying in amb ush"" for Barzel. He urged the 
gunmen to show their faces and approach 
from the front if they dared, 

Asked how he new regarded the basic 
German treaty Barzel said that is had not 
been decided whether the constitutional 
court should be called in. He was of the 
opinlon it would. be wrong to “go ‘to, 
Karlsruhe”, (Dis Welt, 22 January 1973) 
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and more effective than ten yeats of 
inflammatory testatlons ever could 
have — so much of a reality in fact that 
the GDR cannot escape it. 

The old clichés bandied about when 
criticising the Ostpolitlk — that it 
renounced national clalms and human 
rights to the illusory attractions of 
detente, clichés on which Rainer Barzel 
still bases his policies, have little in 
common with the policles that are 
actually being pursued. 

Those who still make their main 
objection to the Brandt government's 
foreign and East Bloc policies that they 
lack solidity and cannot be implemented 
satisfactorily are grotesquely distorting 
the realities, 

The Brandt governments policies 
achieved more than anyone in Bonn 
would have contemplated in his wildest 
dreams a few yêars since. And that 
included advance in the sphere of hunan 
rights. The government's policies re. 
legated flashiness and thoughts of prestige 
to a back seat for the first me since the 
best:years of the Adenauer era, ' 

aturally this involved payirig less 
respect fo the nice formalities and at 
tines, this may have. bordered on 
negligence and excessive malleability, One 
may regret lhese unwanted side effects, 
but that is far from condemning the 
policy as a whole. 

One intelligent analyst from CDU/CSU 
ranks expressed lıis concem at Bonn’s 
foreign policy by calling it national 
arrogance in the guise of nodesty, Tlis is 
indeed a foothold for a serious critical 
attack, Just whal is this policy aiming at 
in the end? 

AL the moment reconciliation with the 
East and a new national impetus seen to 
fit in well with our ties wıth the West, but 
this does not rule out the possibility of 
future collisions of interest in West and 
Ostpolitik., Nor does it guarantee 
absolutely that the halance will be 
maintained. This is sensible and construc- 
tive probing at the roots of government 
policies, and it was strikingly absent in 


` Barzel's reply to the Brandt statement. 


Barzel clung tenaciously to the elec. 
tioneering slogan of the past. 

A few years ago ihe critics of Bonn’s 
foreign policy always managed to remain 
one jump ahead. Today they, including 
the Opposition, have been left standing, 
In this way too It is possible io get away 
from the political centre, from the centre 
of conflict. 

However indistinct Brandt's expression 
‘the new political centre’ may be it is an 
attitude that is highly dangerous for the 
Opposition.

Erhard, for Instance: “Those who want 
more sold progress must accept 
something of a slowing down in the 
growth rate of inate consumer activ- 
ities”. When read out this may not be 
reminiscent of the “popular Chancellor” 
Ludwig Erhard, but it is an appeal for 
moderation all the same, ٍ 
A whole serles of conservative thought 
patterns crop up in the policy statement, 
such as the emphasis on “productivity” 
and “duties towards the State”, the 
appeal to the sense of belonging to a 
family unit and a call for private welfare 
initiatives (“active compasslor”), the 
underlined contradiction of teclındcal 
progress and the “right to security”, 


Even the concept of democratisation in 


its absolute sense is circumscribed: 
"Places of learning and research are not 
to be converted Into political battleficlds. 
Perception and truth cannot be defined 
by majority decisions, 1 

These phrases express the experience 
that was gained during the last legislative 
period, experienced which taught many 
of the reforming zealots that it is an 
expensive matter, a tiring business and a 
difficult piece of work building a moder, 
free arıd socially just society. 

At the same time, however, Willy 
Brandt bas expressed his doubts ubout 
the effectiveness and desirability of a 
perfected programme of reforms that 
takes no account of the individual — and 
that at a ime when the left wing of the 
party is striving for more fundamental, or 
at least more far-reaching reforms, 
tendıng towards a sucialised Stile. 

The corrective remarks of the Chancel- 
lor aimed at over-enthusiastic or 
doctrinaire left-wingers are of course not 
precise suggestions from an enlightened 
Social Democrat monarch, who moreover 
hopes that the citizens of the new centre 
“are sensitive enough to recognise the 
new outlines of more progressive and 
more lasting interests", 

Still, these words show clearly that the 
conflict over the free socialist State will 
be hammered out within the Coalition. 

This is also the reason why the 
CDU/CSU are in danger of being caught 
offside. The alternatives that they have 
offered so far ~ a general criticism of the 
principles of Socialism coupled with a 
watered down version of the Coalition’s 
reform programme — are just not good 
enough. : 

In this way the Opposition is in danger 
of becoming a loyal although constantly 
carping auxlliary force for the govern 
ment’s policles with little more than a 
nuisance value. Its criticisms fall short of, 
the mark, however, 

„The same applies unforturiately to, 
foreign pollcy and Germéên pollcy.. On. 
this the statement of government policy 
contains a sentence of almost arrogant 
boldness! “Never ' before has Gérmany 
enjoyed’, such a ey eal „good 
understanding ‘wilh’ the free spirit of its 
citizenš, with ifs neighbours and with’ it 
pûrtnérs in Intéefriatlonal politics,” 4

FT Johnson disregarded the protests 
just as ie ignored the advice of the 
intellectual Establishment, But when 
Senator McCarthy and (hen Robert F. 
Keunedy took arıns against him and 
heralded impressive successes in their 
antkwar campaign LHJ reached the end 
of lis tether, 


His twofold announcement of 31 
March 1968 came like a bolt out of the 
blue. Ho announced first a partial 


embargo on bombing in Vietnam, then 
his irrevocable decision not to stand for a 
second term. 

On his retirement from the White 
House Mr Johnson withdrew grumpily to 
his Texan ranch to wrile his memoirs, 
justify his actions as President and do 
something about his poor state of health. 

He died on his ranch on 22 January 
1973 after a heart attack, He will live on 
in the memory of Americans everwhere 
as a boisterous he-man of colossal format

After 
Hs defeat in the election last year the 
Opposition haş agreed to this demand, It 
had previously called for a restriction on 
the number of interruptions so that it 
would be able to put forward its views inl 
the Bundestag at almost my tine. 

The executive managers of the three 
Bundestag parlies are therefore delibe- 
rating at preseut on u new timetable that 
will rationalise parliamentary procedure, 
They are considering a swilchl to £ 
fortnigh(ly rhy thin. 

Members of le Bundestag will be 
called upon 1o spend two weeks in Bonn 
under this scheme before belng given two 
free weeks.

This “two weeks on, two weeks off" 
scheme has been emplayed occaslonally 
iil the past.

handbook is issued or the Bundestag 
exoculive publishes details of violations. 

Erhard Goden of the Bundestag 
registration department is now well- 
acquainted with the difficulties arising 
from the mere registration of interest 
groups. His department had to contact 
nearly all applicants as it needed precise 
details of the composition of executive 
and managentent, the sphere of interests 
covered by the assoclallon and the 
nuntber of members. 

The definition of a “sphere of Interest” 
proved extremely complicated in many 
cases in view of the large nuınber of 
imterrelated associations, Some have no 
menıbers of (lcir own as they are. an 
umbrella organisation for other groups. 
Others exist only at a rogional level. 

Tle purposo behind the Income 
Taxpayers Interest Group with its 
180,000 members and its number one 
place on the Bundestag list is obvious 
enough but problems mount up when tt 
comes to the Nallonal Pedestrian League, 
the Rum Union, the Edeka Headquarters 
or the Working Pariy of Forest-owner 
Assucialions. 

The Expellees Associution clalmecdl that 
its political aims were the achievement of 
the right of self-determination and the 
right to their ancestral home, One legal 
orgilisution gave its membership us eight. 

Though this interest group is above all 
suspicim, the existe of oufther 
assockiljons in a similar posi tim seem to 
buggest ' that they hiûve merely been 
founded so as to be enlered on to tlie 
Bundestag list, giving their founders in 
ulluence ley did nol puss beture- 
hand. 

Many people find it rather unreuson- 
wble that eecleslastical und ideological 
organisations, publicly-run institutions 
and foundatlons and employee and 
employer associatlons should be made {0 
apply for entry on to a list of lobbyists 
when their work is obviously to represent 
their members’ interests, 

There is the danger that the infinitely 
long lobbyist list, which will never be 
studied accurately anyway, will only 
contain those organisatlons that do not 
want to exert an undue influence on the 
legislative machinery. The actual unper- 
mitted string-pulling will continue un- 
disturbed beneath the surface.

The camera is not mobile and 
imaginative enough to avoid ihis.

Thal is correct, bul we must not forget, 
that this necessary exchange of exper- 
iences and opinions has long been 
occurring in many sectors without State 
encouragentent and control, It has been 
proceeding from person to person and 
from organisatlon to organisntion. 

The situation is different where 
learning a language is concerned. This is a 
more tedious process than the exchange 
of thoughts and experiences and 
therefore requires emphatic support, 

Backing this is worthwhile as the desire 
to learn German has grown in recent 
years. A number of fuctors fave 
contributed to this trend, Firstly, there is 
the flood of foreign workers and tourists 
fronı abroad. 

Many e in the developing nations 
also tend to choose German in preference 
{o other Foreign languages ùs we have the 
good fortune not to bear the stigma of 
being colonlalists.

Cultural polly must be above all! a 
“policy of E and must foster 
"international souii poliley’", to use only 
a couple of the favourite catclhwords. 

If encouraging the German languuge 
was cver mentioned, it usually came last 
on the list and was then often referred to 
in a critical tone, “Language is the agent a 
and not the aim of our cultural activities 
abrorıd," many writers stated, as if more 
thorough-going cultural work was poss.

The Deutsches Studentenwerk cal- 
culated that students needed at least six 
hundred Marks a month in the summer 
term of 1972 if they were to exist. By the 
end of the current winter semester this 
figure will surely have risen to 665 Marks 
a month. 

This figure calculates 150 Marks for 
accommodation, 195 Marks for food, 28 
Marks for local transport, 109 Marks for 
clothing and repairs, 17 Marks for 
toiletries, 50 Marks for educational aids, 
41 Marks for trips home, postage aııd 
telephone calls and 75 Marks for extras 
such as newspapers. 

The educational periodical Aspekte .

Doctors demand more aid for the 
viclims of facial injuries 


uturs at Homheide hospital near 
Münster have drawn up a prototype 
plan for the rehabilitation of patients 
with facial injuries. The staff of this 
Speciuist clinic, opened forty yers ugo 
and financed by social insurence schemes, 


„ the university and the local authority, 


claim that people with 
result of accident or 
treated like lepers.

that such a degree of lead content in 
body has no consequences at first, one of 
the doctors stated. The rings are the 
result of a deposit effect that occurs 
when the liver and kidneys are no longer 
able to excrete the lead. The deposits can 
shrink without ham to the body over a 
number of years. 

But a person’s health is threatened 
when situatlons of stress mobilise these 
deposlis and the lead cannot be excreted 
by the organs. Lead possoning would 
ther occur and could In exireme cases 
result in death. 

The flellwork conducted by the 
Butjadingen doctors went beyound X-ray: 
analyses. IHalr wus taken from the 
children's heads and examined in special 
laboratories in the Federal Republle and 
the United States with the help of atom 
absorption specto raplıy. 

The findings here largely coincided 
with the results gained from the X-ray 
examination, A high lead content was 
found in 38 of the hair samples, 389 


samples had an above-average lead 
content and J,07l had a minimul 
amount, if any. Lead and urlne 


examinations conducted by the Federal 
Health Bureau in Berlin resulted in similar 
Figures. 

The ductors in Butjadingen will now 
andlyse some six thousand qucstionniires 
on the autrition and labits of the 
children examined. A far more compre 
hensive exanıination of adults is also 
planned, 

Acting independently of the Butjadin- 
gen Medical Assoçiution, the Lower 
Saxony Welfare Ministry last year 
meaured the anount of hamıful 
subs!aces in the air around Nordenhaım 
and examined their effect on local 
inhabitants, animals, vegetation, water 
and the soil, 

The results of this survey, probably the 
most comprehensive of iis type ever to 
have been conducted in Europe, show 
that the amount of waste gases discharged 
in the control area do nol exceed the 
official toleration level, 

Inhabitants consume most of the 
harmful particles in their food and not 
through inhalation. Experts at the 
Ministry therefore call upon people not 
to eat any fruit, vegetables or meat 
produced within a two kilometre radius 
of the Preussag works — the area covered 
by the Butjadingen doctors in their 
Surrey — until a number of questions 
have been answered and the current 
control examinations brought 10 a 
conciusio.

The most important (tem o the agenda 
was the reporl on an examination of 
amost 1,600 children living around the 
Preussag sicelworks in the Lower Saxony 
town. 

News that sixteen cows had died uf 
lead poisoning as a result of the articles 
entltted by tlie chimneys of the reussag 
works roused public uattention twolve 
months ago. The slaughter prompel a 
practical environmental protection 
Scheme thut is unique both in its lype and 
extent. 

A group of doctors belonging to the 
Butjadingen Medical Associatiurr decided 
off thelr own but lo examine |6000 
children Hiving in Ihe vivinily of the 
steelworks to see effects lead particles 
hal un the humin argunim ind find 
methods of curnhating tle threat this fon 
of pollution posed ın industrial areas, 

All doctors und auxiliary stuff 
Souperating in the scheme did so in their 
free time and without iemunrerution. 
When their findings were complete they 
deviled to urganise a congress in 
Norderhatn. 

They invited representatives of scien 
tific institutions from throughout the 
Federal Republic, the staff of the Lower 
Saxony authorities responsible for health 
and pollution and mentbers of industry 
and conservationist organisatlons. 

As paradoxial as it ınay sound, their 
results were as reassuring as they were 
disquieting They were reassuring as the 
€exlensive examination did not revel a 
single case of acute lead poisoning. 

They were disquieting as the world of 
medicine is still unable to State for sure 

amount of lead that the human 
Organiim can cope without breaking 


own. 

The children, aged between one and 
eight, had their hands and knees X-rayed 
in Nurdenham hospital. More than thiree 
thousand X-ray u tographs were exam 
ined and analysed. 

The doctors found Hat 34 of the 
children examined had suffered bone 
deformities and the effects of pollution 
could be clearly seen Onn the Xray screen, 
in the form of rings. 

“We belleve that lead acts aş a stimulus 
to the incteased formation of bure and 
carillage,"" a pediatrician king part in 
the examination Stuled in order to 
explain the write rings showing up on the 
Xray photographs. “The lead itself could 
also hove cumulated there." 

Anuther four hundred children had 
lesser doformitles which ceuuld not be 
attributed for certaln to ihe effects of 
lead pollulon. No divergences from the 
hom wera observed in the other 1,016 
children from lhe aren threatened by 
poltutlon. 

Previous medica} research has shown

influence their childten along these lines, 

in the united family there is the ritual 
of “Diddy's evening drink" , which .
